couldn't always understand what 
he was saying. So, Mr. Lincoln 
would interpret for him. The 
president would spend hours by 
Tad's bedside—he used to come 
hi with a big sheaf of official 
papers and sit by Tad's bed, go- 
ing over the papers while the lit- 
tle boy looked on. 
t "And then Mrs. Lincoln used 
fo come in; and I want to say 
right here she was a very lovable 
and lovely woman, highly edu- 
cated, faultless in her dress—and 
there never was any friction be- 
tween her and Mr. Lincoln. 


••Often, when Mr. Lincoln was 


at Tad's,bedside, she'd come in 
and take off Mr. Lincoln's neck- 
tie for him, or pull off his shoes 
and put his slippers on for him. 
When he was working late in his 
office, she'd often carry a tray of 
food in to him, and sit and eat 
with him.

-Mr. Lincoln was devoted to 


I his family. I remember at Willie's 
funeral, sitting there, erect, with 
tears streaming down his cheeks. 
He had on a pair of black kid 
gloves, I remember, that were too 
big for him. 


••The last tune I saw Tad was 


some months after the war end- 
ed. It was in Boston, where 
there was some land of an expo- 
sition or fair, and Mrs. Lincoln 
and her children were there.
